Trinity: The Big Three 

(Truth, Justice and Wisdom) 

Webster's dictionary defines a "trinity" as "the union of 3 persons: Father, Son and Holy Spirit in one Godhead 
or Divine Being". In John 16:13-15, John tells us that "when the Spirit of Truth comes, He will guide you into 
all the truth". Just as Jesus spoke only what he heard from the Father, the Advocate for Jesus (the Holy 
Spirit) will speak in His absence; He is the Lord's personal representative on earth. As followers of Christ, this 
establishes for us the basis for the natural order of things, each depending on the other to make a whole: Al- 
mighty Father, His blessed Son and the Holy Spirit: The Trinity. 

In Proverbs, Wisdom is perceived as female; she proclaims, "for wisdom is better than jewels, and all that you 
may desire cannot compare with her." Further, she declares "/ walk in the way of righteousness, along the 
paths of justice". We are justified by faith in Jesus. We have peace with God through Jesus and obtain God's 
grace in the hope of sharing God's glory. By the blood of Christ, which is shed for us, we are justified though 
Him from the wrath of God. 

Finally, in David's Psalm 8, as he gives praise in several verses for God's exaltation of the human creature he 
says, "Oh, Lord, our Sovereign, how majestic is your name in all the earth!", and he proclaims human glory as 
a manifestation of the glory of God. 

May you all have a blessed Trinity Sunday as we celebrate, as sinners coming before God, His glory through 
forgiveness and the promise of salvation through the sacrifice of His beloved Son and presence of the Holy 
Spirit in our daily lives. Join me as we pray of of my all time favorite hymns: 

Holy, Holy, Holy! Lord God Almighty! All thy works shall praise thy Name, in earth, and sky and sea; 
Holy, Holy, Holy! Merciful and mighty! God in Three Persons, blessed Trinity. Amen -Phyllis Cromwell
